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LETTER REGARDING PTA 



This letter is in response to the "REQUEST FOR REVIEW OF PATENT 
TERM ADJUSTMENT," filed May 16, 2005. The Office thanks 
patentees for their good faith and candor in bringing this to 
our attention. 

The Office will adjust the PAIR screen to reflect that the 
Patent Term Adjustment (PTA) determination at the time of 
mailing of the Notice of Allowance and Issue Fee Due reflects an 
adjustment of 128 days. A copy of the updated PAIR screen 
showing the correct determination is enclosed. 

The correct Patent Term Adjustment ("PTA") at the time of the 
allowance is 128 days. 

Patentees indicate that a possible error appears in the 
calculation of PTA and suggests a PTA of 133 days is in error. 

A review of the application history reveals that the 
Determination of Patent Term Adjustment of 133 days is in error 
An adjustment of 279 days under 37 CFR 1 . 702 (a) (1 ) and 
1.703(a) (1) can be attributed to the Office 1 .. The adjustment 279 
days can be reduced a total of 151 days for applicants' failure 
to engage in reasonable efforts to conclude prosecution 2 .
